a tedious job.

on his back to p ick seed com. 
It 
iÎPh’t necessary, this far out of the 
frosty corn belt, to go to this much 
trouble, for their corn is so fully m a­ 
tured before any freezing weather 
that seed doesn’t have to he p icked 
ahead of the regular cribing time. 
But this year, a man had better keep 
his eyes p eeled at cribbing time and 
nab all the best ears. 
One Kansas 
farmer says he knows he will not 
have enough if he p icks out every 
good ear he runs across, simp ly be­ 
cause the “good ears” hre too few. 
In the matter of p icking out good 
seed corn it p ays to be p articular. 
Not long ago there was a cry made 
to the effect that this year’s com 
wasn’t going to grow very well be­ 
cause it lacked fertilization. 
That 
a stalk should bear a sound ear is 
evidence enough to us that it has re­ 
ceived all ihe fertilization it needs. 
It seems that some scare story is p ut 
out every year about seed com, and 
this year’s story may be along this 
nonfertilization line.

“W e regard it of prime importance 
that the young men and young women 
of the state should be educated in the 
subject of forestry, and to that end 
W’© hope to hav e the generous co­ 
operation of schools, colleges and uni­ 
v ersities. 
W e appeal to all public- 
spirited citizens for their co-operation. 
The m easure of our success w’ill de­ 
pend upon them. Ev ery portion of the 
state should be fully represented in 
the association. 
We w’ish to reach 
ev ery neighborhood.

Captain Otway Cuffe with sev en acres 
and many others with small plots. 
The total area under cultiv ation in 
Ireland is 120 acres, comprising sev en 
ty-nine acres of pipe tobacco, twenty- 
eight acres of cigarette and thirteen 
acres of cigar tobaccos. 
In Dublin a 
company employs sixty workmen and 
turns out pipe tobaccos and cigars | 
and cigarettes, all made from the hum > 
grown product. 
Tobacco was grown extensiv ely at 
one time 
in 
the Emerald 
Isle for 
commercial 
purposes, but successiv e 
English ruiers effectually stamped out 
the industry. 
It was with a v iew of 
increasing opportunities for the peas­ 
antry that Colonel Ev erard took up his 
experiments. 
After combating many 
obstacles expert adv ice was obtained 
from America, and six years ago the 
gov ernment came to his assistance, the 
Industry now being superv ised by a 
gov ernmental official 
who combines 
expert knowledge obtained in America 
with practical information as to local 
conditions and influences.

“Munk fell,” continued the witness, 
“and Gardner kind of fell over him. 
Gardner got on his feet for an in­ 
stant, gazed at Munk and started to 
walk off the field. For this foul I put 
him out of the game. He made no re­ 
ply and no protest w'hatever. 
Munk 
wras unconscious. 
Evidently, to me, 
the blow which felled Munk wras inten­ 
tional.” 
McCoy is the real name of the play­ 
er w'ho is charged with striking Munk, 
but in this game he wTas playing under 
the name of Gardner. 
After he had 
been ordered from the field he passed 
the bleachers where several hundred 
W est Virginia rooters wTere standing. 
Cries of “dirty player” and “tough” 
came from all sides.
